The Commis- 
sioner pointed out that for the last 
few years no insurance had been. car- 
ried on firemen, as they came under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 

A number of letters from bond deal- 
ers and holders of Red Deer bonds 
acknowledging receipt of the annual 
Auditor’s Report. The letters were, 
without exception, most complimen- 
tary to the City and Council on the 
financial showing. 


Commissioners’ Report 


The Council, ‘City of Red Deer. 

We submit our regular report as 
follows: 

1. The demolishing of the old Great 
West Hotel building has been com- 
‘pleted and the salvaged material mov- 
ed to the city storage yard. Material 
not needed by the city is being sold 
from time to time. 

2. We have instructed Foreman 
Jones to complete the building of the 
bridge over Waskasoo Creek on 
Kingsmill Ave. extension as soon as 
weather permits, 

38. We received a tentative offer 
from some Chinamen of $150.00 per 
year for four or five years’ lease of 
the unsubdivided part of Woodlea. 
They purpose using this 
market garden. We respectfully ask 
your instructions in this matter. 

4. We consider that the land west 
of the ‘Canadian Pacific Railway 
should be cleared and brought into 
production and have discussed with 
Mr. Cronquist;the question of leasing 
this land.‘tohim for about five years. 
He is willing to enter into a lease if 
a satisfactory one can be made with 
the Council. ‘ 

5. FMre Chief Taylor believes that 
he can get along with 300 feet of new 
fire hose this year and 200 feet to be 
ordered next year. He recommends 
the purchase of (Maple Leaf brand at 
$1.30 mer foot F.0.B. Red Deer. 

6. We request that the question of 
the city pound be left over until next 
meeting, so ‘we can Took into the herd 
by-law that is being passed by the 
(Municipal District of Pine Lake to see 
hhow it will affect the City. 

7. We submit statement of recéipts 
and disbursements for Fehruary. 

8. We submit departmental reports 
for February. 

9. We submit accounts 
authorization to pay.

The report was adopted with the ex- 
ception of Clauses 3 and 4, which were 
laid over for further consideration 
when more definite offers could be 
submitted.

The Police reports showed the usual 
precautions taken in health matters, 
and also reported one rather disgrace- 
ful incident in the city besides the 
usual number of smaller troubles. No 
action was taken by Council on any of 
the departmental reports. 

By-law $89 ‘was brought up again 
forits third reading, and after amend- 
ment was passed. As it now reads 
any responsible local organization 
that has first obtained permission of 
Council can hold boxing or wrestling 
bouts in the city on payment of ten 
percent. of the gross receipts to the 
city.

Ald. Broughton, on principle, called 
the attention of the Council to the 
fact that the Parish Hall of St. 
Luke’s Church had ‘been assessed on 
tthe basis value of about $14,000, which 
meant a tax of $480; deducting this 
amount, together ‘with that of insur- 
ance and incidental expenses, left less 
than $500 rental for a building of that 
value. The Canons of the Anglican 
Church did not permit of the church 
being used for any other than relig- 
fous services, hence the necessity of 
having a separate building for the 
various organizations of church work. 
The other churches in the city had 
halls or rooms’ attached to the 
churches, in which they held other 
meetings of a secular character. The 
Presbyterians, for instance, catered 
weekly lunches to the Rotary Club, 
thereby deriving a revenue from the 
use of part of their church property, 
and the same was true of the other 
churches, and on which no tax was 
paid. 

The Anglican Church, by renting 
their hall to the School Board, have 
peen obliged to rent another hall in 
which to carry on their secular work 
and incidentally to cater monthly din- 
ners to the Board of Trade, and on 
which hall the owner pays taxes.

I submit herewith report for past 
month. 

1. Mr. Rodd, Chief Fishery Inspect- 
or, spent a day in Red Deer recently 
planning the construction of the fish 
hatchery. He will come again and 
supervise the construction. The Syl- 
van Lake people are building a screen 
at the outlet of the Lake to prevent 
fish going down the creek. This will 
conserve the fish supply in the Lake. 

2. We have taken up with the sev- 
eral Government departments: (a) 
The question of obtaining the meat 
supply for the Provincial Training 
School at Red Deer locally, or at 
least permitting local dealers to ten- 
der for it. (b) Placing the insurance 
on this institution through Red Deer 
agents. ‘ 

3. The Council of the Board re- 
quests that all members do all they 
can to assist the committee in charge 
of the Soldiers’ Wives’ Convention to 
be held in Red Deer this week. 

4. The Council of the Board directed 
that a resolution in economy be draft- 
ed. This will be submitted to this 
meeting by H. J. Bayley. 

5. The Board of Trade should con- 
sider the question of maintenance of 
the auto camping ground this summer. 
There is not much expense connected 
with this, but if members would visit 
the camp regularly during the summer 
and make those using it welcome and 
give them information, it would be 
appreciated. We expect many more 
auto tourists to use the camp this 
summer than in the past. Nearly 
every town on the C. & E. Railway 
has now a camping ground, and the 
town that gives the best service to 
the tourists will get the business. We 
have the prettiest and best camping 
site on the line, and should be able, 
with the co-operation of the members 
of the Board, to give the best service. 

6. We submit for your considera- 
tion petition asking for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to report on 
the question of coal shipments to On- 
tario.

“WHEREAS the people of Canada 
are burdened with an almost insup- 
portable load of taxes, federal, provin- 
cial and municipal, and as a@ conse 
quence business enterprises are al- 
most stagnant; 7 

AND WHPREAS some’ Boards of 
Trade, while crying for economy, are 
asking for further expenditures such 
as Hudson Bay Railway, Canadian Na- 
tional Railway branch lines and pub: 
lic buildings; 

AND WHEREAS it is not possible 
to. effect a reduction of taxation while 
saving a little and spending much. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Red Deer Board of Trade pe- 
tition all Governments, Federal, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal, to declare a 
holiday for several years on all ex: 
penditures for new projects except 
where such expenditures are abso- 
lutely necessary to assist established 
industries, and then only where im- 
mediate direct revenues will be assur- 
ed sufficient to justify the invéstment. 

And that a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the Premier of Canada, the 
Premier of Alberta, the Mayor of Red 
Deer, A. Speakman, M.P., and G. W. 
Smith, M.P.P.” 

The petition mentioned in the Sec- 
retary’s report was circulated in the 
hall and was signed by nearly every- 
one present. y 

The business of the meeting was 
finished in good time, and the chair- 
man called on Mr. Freeze to address 
those present. 

In opening his talk Mr. Freeze com- 
plimented the Board on the luncheon. 
We said that a Board of Trade could 
do a lot for any city, but could be only 
what its members made it. He also 
complimented the ladies on the nice 
dinner. 

‘he reason he had heen called on 
was, he supposed, that he had been 
one of the two Alberta representativ- 
as at the recent conference in Regina 
on taxation problems. 

The conference had gone into all 
matters fully, and they were unani- 
mous that the one place where reduc: 
tions were most necessary Was in 
governmental expenditures. Private 
and corporation expenditure had of 
necessity been curtailed long since. 
They considered the best way to 
bring results was a nation wide cam- 
paign. It had been quite successful to 
date, and the newspapers, especially 
western newspapers, had done their 

art splendidly. 
History repeats itself, said the 
speaker. After the close of the seven 
vears’ war, conditions in England and 
the continent were very bad. Re-

things were then being ‘said through- 
out the European continent as are 
now being said here. And then, as 
now, the farmers seemed to be the 
ones who were hit the hardest. After 
the Napoleonic wars the world was 
from 1815 to 1827 getting back to nor- 
mal. After the civil war the States 
were from 1865 to 1879 before condi- 
tions became stable. So we could 
not hope for immediate betterment in 
conditions after the world war. There 
had been a five-year drouth period in 
Western Canada from 1889 to 1894 
and again from 1917 to 1922. We can 
pretty confidently predict that for 
some years to come there will be 
ample moisture in most parts of the 
west. 

The speaker pointed out that in many 
parts of the United States conditions 
were much worse than in Canada. 
In four of the north wéstern States in 
one year 412 banks had failed with 
deposits of ninety millions of dollars. 
A U.S. Senator was responsible for the 
statement that 23 percent. of the far- 
mers in fifteen northwestern States 
could not pay their debts. Over a 
twenty-year period the three western 
provinces of Canada had produced at 
least athird greater crop per acre than 
had the two Dakotas and Minnesota, 
while the lands down there were sad- 
dled in many instances with immense 
mortgages. 

Expenditures have been reduced by 
the Republic to the south by 40% 
from the war time peak. In England 
the civil service was down within 10% 
of what it was in 1914. And yet these 
people were making further big reduc- 
tions. Canada to date has not even 
followed their lead when she should 
be foremost. 

The speaker gave figures in some 
government departments showing the 
way the expen&étures have gone up 
and stayed up although the war is 
long over. The civil service commis- 
sion established by the late govern- 
ment had cost its first year $53,000. 
Last year it cost $290,000. The civil 
service cost last year over fifty mil- 
lion. And so in every other depart- 
ment. 

By illustrating the tax on a box of 
matches, the speaker showed how all 
the revenue raised by taxation, direct 
or indirect, was eventually paid by the 
consumer. And only when the people 
all realized that very thing and also 
realized that they alone could force 
the government to reform, would ex- 
penditures come down and allow tax- 
es to do so. °

ROBT. PEARSON, MLA. 
ADDRESSES ROTARY 


The guest of the day at Rotary, Fri- 
day last, was Rev. Robert Pearson, 
M.L.A. for Calgary, who delivered a 
splendid address on Ireland, this be- 
ing the nearest date to St. Patrick’s 
Day. 

He only camg to Red Deer and 
broke through his rule never to leave 
his duties at Edmonton, simply be- 
cause he was an old citizen of Red 
Deer and because he could not resist 
the request of his old friend, Presi- 
dent Bill Botterill. In this regard he 
could not resist teiling a story about 
President Bill when he met him on 
the firing line in France. He invited 
him over to see him and he came, but 
Bill refused to bunk with him but 
rolled himself up in ‘his blanket and 
slept on the floor. He could suffer 
himself with the cooties, but he did 
not ‘wish to afflict others, Bill said. 

The speaker spoke of Rotary, and 
how it began, and what it stood for, 
but no man could say where it would 
end and the vast amount of good the 
order was doing in the land. 

Coming to his subject, he traced the 
early history of Ireland and showed 
that she had developed and has made 
her contribution to the world. In the 
United States she has furnished much 
of the labor for the development of 
that country, and also Canada and 
Australia. Many of her sons have be- 
come great as leaders in affairs of 
business and state. She has also 
given great leaders in war, such as 
Wellington, Kitchener, Roberts and 
French. He spoke of the great 
sculptors and of Irish music and relig- 
ion. But the real missionary of Ire- 
land was St. Patrick, who was also the 
Trish Patron Saint and was_ greatly 
revered by the nation. The Irish are 
a very musical people. The flag is 
the only flag that enthrones a musical 
instrument, the harp. ‘Dante, many 
hundred years ago, is quoted as saying 
that Ireland gave Italy the harp, and 
the harp is the mother of the present 
day piano. Many of the old southern 
melodies are attributed to Irish foun- 
dations, and many of the ballads of the 
modern world have been gathered 
from the rich and generous store of 
Irish folk song. An American writer 
says that those popular airs, “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” “Nellie Bly,” and 
“Massa’s in the Cold, Cold Ground,” 
are of Irish parentage. The speaker 
concluded a splendid address by giv- 
ing numerous instances of Irish wit 
and humor as he saw it. 

At the conclusion a hearty vote of 
thanks ‘was extended to the speaker.

NORTHERN EXPERIMET'S 
WITH OATS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Twenty-one varieties and strains of 
oats were compared at Beaverlodge 
Jast summer in duplicate plots, but as 
the land was hummocky, with no re- 


serve of sub-soil moisture left by the 
preceding potato crop, ‘and nothing at 
all to catch snow, the knolls had bare- 
ly enough moisture for germination. 
Growth on these awaited the first rain, 
which occurred June 10. The result 
was that, at harvest, the knolls were 
the greenest areas of the plots. 

‘Another peculiarity was that the 
late varieties ripened before the early 
ones. The Jatter had sent up spind- 
ling seed stalks which bore diminutive 
heads, matured in good time and be- 
ban to shatter. The July rains 
forcd a growth of secondary or sucker- 
ing shoots, which constituted much 
more than fifty percent. of the crop 
bulk, quite over-topping the primary 
stems, and not ripening until Septem- 
Der. In the case of late varieties the 
tillering shoots came on with the 
others and the plots of these were not 
only more uniform but were riper by 
September than the average of such 
kinds as Daubeney. 

The variety plots were at a great 
disadvantage in 1923 by reason of 
early seeding. To illustrate: the av- 
erage yield of two Banner plots drilled 
in April was only 64 bushels per acre, 
while two others sown May 9 averaged 
8914 bushels, and a certain strip sown 
elsewhere on the grounds on June 4 
threshed about a hundred bushels, 
with a cured sheaf wheat of over four 
tons per acre. The small 1923 yields 
of the April-seeded variety-test plots 
should be considered in tha light of 
these explanations. 


Variety Pros and Cons. 
Precocious sorts, such as Alaska, 


Daubeney, and O. A. C. No. 3 are ata 
discount. In too many seasons their 
development is curtailed by early- 
summer drouth. Legacy, O. 678, is a 
promising medium-early oat. 

As a main cropper the claims of 
Banner are hard to dispute. ‘Several 
improved strains are being tested. 

Gold Rain is good but not super- 
lative. 

Ligowa is an excellent mid-season 
oat—a strong rival of Banner. 

Victory is productive and a fine 
exhibition oat but a little late. 

Leader, though a good yielder, is 
hardly living up to its advance notic- 
es, and is late. 

Abundance is two or three days 
earlier than Banner and about five 
earlier than Victory, but falls short 
of these in yleld, and is coarse-hulled. 

The Southern-Alberta discovery, 
Mammoth, after yielding well in 1922, 
dropped to a low place in 1923. 

Columbian and Prolific are two new 
Ottawa oats of promise. 

Of the two hulless oats, Laurel is 
too short in the straw. Liberty has 
excellent field qualities, but there isa 
fear that it is either hybridizing or re- 
verting intype. It is badly subject to 
smut when exposed to infection, but 
during the six years that it has been 
grown on the Station, the first head 
of smut has yet to be found in it. The 
seed is regularly treated.

CANADA BLOTTED OUT 
BY ICE.AND SNOW FOR 
50,000 YEARS 


Billions of Tons of Boulders and Clay 
Swept From Hundreds of Miles 
North and Strewn Over Ontario— 
This Explains. Presence Throughout 
Province of Rocks Forelgn to the 
Region. ‘

In zero weather of mid winter, es- 
pecially if the furnace is not doing its 
duty, one is apt to think of the ice 
age, though-the thought of it does not 
‘worry us much. In July, when the 
thermometer is in the nineties and ‘we 
are looking for cool spots and iced 
drinks, a glacial period sounds very 
alluring but quite incredible. The 
block the ice man deaves does not 
last long if left in the sun. 

The nearest point where one can 
find the permanent ice of a glacier is 
1,200 miles away as the crow flies. 
in the Torngat mountains of north- 
east Labrador, and there the patches 
of snow and ice are insignificant: in 
size. To see a real ice sheet the crow 
would have to fly 500 miles farther, to 
the interior of Greenland, which 
ought to have ibeen called Whiteland. 
Greenland is still in the ice age. 

The idea that ice should linger all 
the year in Canada in spite of the 
wilting heat of dog days, and that the 
forests and (fields, the apple and 
peach orchards and the vineyards to 
the south of us should ‘be buried under 
ice seems ridiculous; and yet it is a 
fact much of Canada was once hid- 
den beneath a vast glacier; and this 
took place quite recently. The ice- 
cap departed less than 25,000 years 
ago. 

The proofs of this statement are 
not hard to find; they are all around 
us and beneath us almost everywhere 
{n the province of Ontario and in the 
other provinces of the dominion. 

Thirty years ago there were plenty 
of boulders scattered over the fields 
of south Ontario, where now only 
streets and houses are to he seen. 
Most of them ‘were of pink granite and 
guises, but some were greenstones, 
and a few white marble; you can still 
find big blocks of the same sort along 
the great lakes beneath the cliffs 
when you take a walk along the shore. 
These masses of granite and other 
rock are called erratics; and they are 
evidently far from home. 

Though these strangers have nearly 
all disappeared in the cities there are 
plenty of them left in the country. 
There are places where the farmer 
and his sons have toiled for a lifetime 
to load these erratics on a stoneboat 
and drag them to the sides of the 
fields, where they are piled as stone 
fences. Some of the blocks weigh 
tons and are too heavy for the team 
to handle. There are places in the 
north where monster boulders are 
perched on top of a ridge or at the 
very edge of a cliff. Evidently some 
overwhelming, powerful machinery 
has torn these masses of stone from 
their beds In Muskoka or Georgian 
Bay or Stony Lake and dumped them 
here and there over southern On- 
tario; and {f you motor southwest 
you will find them scattered 500 miles 
farther near Cincinatt! in the Missis- 
sippi valley. 


World's Mightiest Machinery 


The kind of machinery that accom- 
plished this amazing work is_ easily 
determined in places. Next time you 
hear a steam shovel preparing the way 
for the foundations of a sky scraper 
go and see how it works. As it tears 
mouthfuls of blue clay from the bottom 
of the pit and dumps them into a 
wagon a few feet away it really looks 
quite impressive. 

If you examine the blue clay you 
will find boulders in it, pink granites, 
greenstones, etc., like the erratics 
just mentioned, and also fragments of 
shale and limestone. Wash off some 
of the smaller stones and you will see 
that they are smoothed and polished 
and often covere with scratches. They 
are “striated stones,” the handiwork 
of a glacier. Some of them are 
beautifully finished, well worthy to 
be on the mantelpiece as perfect 
specimens of lapidary work. 

The steam shovel makes a_ great 
display of working hard as it handles 
a few hundred cubic yards of clay and 
stones per day, but ‘what unimagin- 
able powers of transport must the 
glacier have had which brought all 
these biillons of tons by boulders and 
clay from a hundred or five hundred 
miles to the north! The whole sur- 
face of the country, hills and plains 
and valleys, in southern Ontario and 
far to the south, has been shaped by 
the tremendous machinery of the ice 
sheets which swept the debris from 
half a million square miles in the 
north and piled it up as sheets of 
clay and bands of moraine in the 
south. Nothing but an ice sheet cov- 
ering most of eastern Canada could 
have done the work. 

Two million years ago the gathering 
of the ice had not begun and our part 
of the world was very different from 
the present. The land stood higher; 
there were no lakes, but there was a 
great river; there were no men; but 
there was an extraordinary assem- 
blage of animals in eastern America, 
and they probably roamed over our 
region, though we have no_ positive 
record of them. There were horses and 
buffaloes and camels and saber- 
toothed lions to cut their throats. 
There were ground sloths which had 
wandered up from South America, 
gigantic animals that pulled down 
trees or dug them up by the roots to 
feed on the leaves; and there were 
two kinds of elephants, the mammoth 
and the mostodon. The herds of 
animals that fed on the plains or 
browsed in the forest suggested Asia 
or Africa rather htan North America; 
but the climate was far from tropical. 

It had been growing colder for a 
million or two years, but very slowly, 
so that the elephants and other ani- 
mals were gradually adjusting them- 
selves by increasing their clothing. 
A thick coat of fur was very comfort- 
ing in the cold winters. 

The winters were growing more 
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severe and the snow came‘earlier in 
the fall, and departed later iu the 
spring, and-there came a time when 
snow lay all the.year round to the 
west and east of Hudson Bay. 

Two great patches of unma'ting 
snow gathered in.thesg northern reg: 
ions, growing thicker year by year 
until the lower layers turned to ice, 
and the ice became thousands o? feet 
thick and spread out in all direcifons, 
but especially toward the south. 
where the moist winds from the Gulf 
of Mexico heaped up the snow 

The heart-of Canada was ‘white and 
dead, and the {ce sheet, the slow re- 
lentless messenger of death, was all 
the time spreading, moving onwards 
one or two hundred yards a_ year; 
then halting for a time, perhaps even 
retreating a little; but soon taking 
another stride southwards. 


Forests Killed by Frosts 


The icy invader had crept stealthily 
on for 20,000 or perhaps 30,000 years 
when it reached and passed the height 
of land and began its march across 
southeastern Canada. Splendid forests 
had long before been killed by the 
the north, but now the grim blue front 
summer frosts sweeping down from 
of the ice mowed down the bare 
trunks with a crash, trampled upon 
them and buried them. 

The great herds of horses, camel, 
buffaloes and elephants, the mylodons 
and tigers, had long before this 
either perished of cold or moved 5,000 
feet above the sea; so that we must 
imagine southwards for better pasture 
and milder winters, but their places 
had been taken by the caribou, first 
the woodland kind, but later the kind 
that lives on the barren lands, for the 
reindeer lichen and the low arctic 
grass and trailing bushes throve well 
enough In spite of the ever-advancing 


cold. With them, or soon after, ap- 
peared the long robed musk ox, the 
arctic hare, the white fox and the 


white bear. The winter began so 


soon and stretched so far into summer, deal to do with 


that a white coat was a good protec- 
tion. 

Southern Canada then had _ condi- 
tions like those of the arctic islands 
1,500 miles farther north. 

The ice front entered the Ontario 
basin, filled it and moved into the 
United States, and all life ceased in 
our region. It reached the 
points in the Adirondack mountains, 
which rise at least a mile’s thickness 
of blue ice as covering the earth in 
this part of Ontario and a much great- 
er thickness in the northern part of 
the province. 

Canada, except for part of 
Yukon territory and a few mountain 
peaks and tablelands near the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific, was completely blot- 
ted out by a desert of snow. Some- 
times the sun shone on a glittering 
white surface, but at others the worst 
blizzard of the worst winter on record 
will give you little idea of the condi- 
tion of affairs in our dominion when 
the ice age reached its climax. To un- 
derstand what it was like read Peary’s 
or Nansen’s travels in Greenland or 
the history of Scott and Shackelton in 
the Antarctic. 

For perhaps 50,000 years there was 
an endless winter without a hint o¢ 
summer in this region, where now we 
long for cool breezes, cold drinks and 
{ce cream to make life endurable in 


July. 

About 4,000,000 square miles of 
North America were covered with 
ice, fully half the continent. In 


Canada only a part of Yukon terri- 
tory and a few mountain regions were 
ior two or three months in the year 
free from snow, a chilly refuge for a 
few subarctic plants and animals. It 
is very fortunate that the whole conti- 
nent was not covered, that in 
south there was warmth enough for a 
plentiful growth of plants where the 
surviving animals could outlive this 
terrible catastrophe. 

In the old world the northern half 
of Europe was ice covered and the 
southern half was greatly cooled. 
Luckily there were land _ bridges 
across the Mediterranean at that 
time, so that animals had a way of 
escape. 

Even the tropics were cooled down, 
and thountain glaciers all over the 
world crept far lower in their valleys 
than before, so that it was a wide- 
spread time of testing for all living 
beings. The world of life was bracing 
itself against hardship and disaster 
and was unconsciously preparing it- 
self for a fresh expansion when the 
white of snow/fields gave way to the 
green of vegetation.

RED DEER MEMBER, 

ADDRESS COMMONS 


, Euler Gives Liberals Plain Hint That 
Too Much Tariff Reduction Will 
Not Appeal to His Constituents— 
Speakman, of Red Deer, Heard. 


Ottawa, March 13.—Mr. Buler, of 
Waterloo, provided the conspicuous 
feature of yesterday’s matinee in the 
house. His utterance had been await- 
ed with a peculiar curfosity because 
he is-a Liberal who represents the in- 
dustrial city of Kitchener, where the 
protectionist cult has an unchallenged 
predominance and he is suspected of 
being in full communition and sym- 
pathy with its believers. He.speaks 
_with remarkable facility without any 
pretence of oratory or gesture or 
aggression, but he turns out the con- 
_Sistent, finished product of a very 
logical mind. 

He is an editor by profession, con- 
Sequently he knows the value of boil- 
iing it down. He has all the editor’s 
distaste for what is mere wind and 
“not essential. Briefly speaking, on 
the tariff he says that he will cross 
the bridge when he comes to it. He 
doesn’t read into the speech from the 
throne any promise that the govern- 
ment is going to lower the _ tariff. 
1 Pointing out that the proposed ad- 
‘justment may be either up or down, 
he is going to wait and see. 


Own Position Clear 

Nevertheless, at his juncture, he 
makes his own position clear. He 
‘thinks that environment has a great 
the people’s view 
on the fiscal question, and that 
j whether it is in the low-tariff west or 
‘in the high-tariff east, selfishness is 
the most compelling motive. He finds 
deplorable the misunderstanding or 
‘suspicion which obtains as ‘between 
‘the industrial east and agricultural 
west. 

He also finds strange the variety 
of attitude between the American 
and Canadian farmers, the former 
‘calling for high protection and _ the 
latter for a low tariff. He says he 
does not believe in high protection 
; himself and he admits that in theory 
free trade is a splendid thing if the 
whole world were one homogenous 
people without territorial boundaries 
ior like constructions, but a condition 
‘and nut a theory is what is faced. 
| When other countries are putting 
up their tariff and excluding Cana- 
dian goods from their markets, he 
holds that it {9 unwise for us to lower 
our tariff and invite, unrestricted, 
ithis outside competition. If it is 
invited he can see no hope for the 
upbuilding of Canadian industry. 
‘Nevertheless, he doesn’t believe that 
the manufacturers should have all 
‘they want. The tariff he says should 
never be used for the protection of in- 
efficiency, or aS a means for the ac- 
‘cumulation of undue profits. 
| Speaking for constituents in Water- 
‘loo, he says he cannot approve any 
action which will be prejudicial to 
their interests and he hopes nothing 
' drastic will be attempted, but advocat- 
es an inquiry into the tariff by a com- 
mission. Another point was his fail- 
ure to see why the manufacturers of 
‘agricultural implements should be 
‘particularly discriminated against. 


Other Things 


In the early part of his remarks, 
Mr. Euler touched other things. He 
‘eulogized the National railways, be- 


cause he is a consistent advocate of 
public ownership. He says they may 
‘make a mistake once in a while— 
‘such as the Hotel Scribe affair, but 
‘if there is to ‘be a railway monopoly, 
he believes it should and will be a 
! monopoly owned by the people. F 
Then he had something to say on im- 
migration—advocates pretty much of 
the open door—let them all come in, 
‘he says, in effect, so long as they are 
white and healthy and industrious and 


likely to become good citizens. Mr. 
| Euler is a German-Canadian. He al- 
:luded to that fact, saying that he 


would never be ashamed of his for- 
bears. Occasionally, he remarked, one 
of the race is considered worthy of 
elevation to the senate. It was a 
| delicate touch, to which the house 
was quickly respondent, because the 
other day when the one German sen- 
ator died, another estimable gentleman 
was put in his place, but with no 
suggestion of Teutonic blood in his 
veins. 

On a variety of other things the 
member for North Waterloo express- 
ed his view, modestly rather than 
dogmatically. It was a speech follow- 
ed with more rapt attention than any 
that has been delivered so far this 
session. The inference is that if the 
government is going to extensively 
attack the tariff, they can count him 
out when the actual event occurs. 
Meanwhile, he is not going to be ac- 
tuated by rumor or report. He will 
cross his bridge, when in the form of 
the budget, he comes to It. 

Speakman of Red Deer 

Coming before Mr. Euler was Mr. 
‘Speakman of Red Deer. When that 

constituency is mentioned, one in- 
!tuitively turns in memory to Michael 

Clarke who practically put it on the 

parliamentary map. There is quite a 
far call between Speakman and 

Clarke. Michael was a great orator, 
Speakman js not, although for his own 
\aatecwaces he indicates a certain abid- 
ing affection. 

He stressed the problems of tariff, 
taxation, credits and transportation. 
He wants freight rates equalized be- 
tween east and west. He wants rural 
credits extended and taxation adjust- 
ed. But the burden of his song was 
on the tariff. His central theme was 
that if, after all these years of pro- 
tection, Canadian manufacturers can- 
not compete with the United States 
where wages are higher, or with free 
trade England, or the countries of de- 
preciated currency, then in heaven's 
name, as he expressed it, with whom 
can they compete? He says if the 
farmer had been bonused for so 
many years and could not make it go, 
he would quit the farm. Much of his 
speech was a reply to Dr. Manion, 
with whom he carried on a happy ven- 
detta for some minutes. 

Mr. Stewart. of Leeds, a clean cut 
little lawyer from Brockville, _ filled 
in the rest of the afternoon. He is 
strong for protection. Today, Mr. 
Raymond, of Brantford, will speak 
from the Liberal side. It will be a 
worth-while utterance from the 
heart of the implement district.

Three Problems 

Mr. Speakman called special atten- 
tion to the three problems of taxation, 
credits and transportation. He ad 


mitted that heavy taxation would be, 


a continuing necessity, owing to fixed 
charges and uncontrollable expendi- 
ture. He therefore urged the neces- 
sity of securing the best method of 
taxation and advocated the income 
tax as the most equitable of all. He 
urged government action in regard to 
credits, not to extend, but to consoli- 
date the indebtedness of western far- 
mers. In regard to transportation, he 
aske for equality between east and 
west in freight rates. 

He closed by stating that all desir- 
ed national unity, but that it could 
not be denied that there was not a 
feeling of harmony between all parts 
of Canada. The west had not been 
treated fairly and western members 
called attention to this, not with a 
view to whining but in order that it 
should be recognized and a remedy 
provided.

If the generals 
said that victory was impossible, 
France merely replied: “So much the 
worse for you,” and took their heads 
off, Under such circumstances 
French generals became euthusiastic 
and successful organizers of victory. 

Others than farmers may take a 
lesson from Mr. Wood's speech. If we 
fail at any point,we had better look for 
the cause of failure in ourselves first 
before we begin to blame others or 
find fault with circumstances. In the 
first place, we shall probably find tha 
cause of failure more quickly by doing 
this. In the second place, it is easter 
to amend our own conduct than ta 
persuade others to amend theirs in 
our interest. 
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EDITORIAL NOTES 


We recommend to the attention of 
our readers, especially our rural read- 
ers, the small booklet “Seasonable 
Hints,” issued by the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. We have just 
received the ‘March number. In it 
are some very instructive articles 
dealing with the income of farmers 
throughout the Dominion, with farm- 
ing in preparation for dry years, with 
summer-fallow substitutes, silage, pro- 
duction of ‘butter fat, and other mat- 
ters. 


E. S. Hopkins, Dominion Field Hus- 
bandman, in writing of farming meth- 
ods, States that criticism is frequently 
made that the western farmer is 
wasteful and this farming methods not 
‘as useful or profitable as they should 
be, and goes on to show that such 
Statements are not true. By a com- 
parison of the income tax paid by the 
farmers of the various Provinces of 
Canada in the four years 1918 to 1921, 
inclusive, he ig able to prove that 
Manitoba, ‘Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
in the order named, are, as far as 
farming is concerned, the three most 
prosperous Provinces of Canada. 


iMr. Hopkins says, “Nowhere in the 
world is the production of food great- 
er than that on the Canadian Prairie. 
It is amazing to learn that a_half- 
section farmer produces enough food 
in a single year to last him and his 
family all the remainder of his life.” 
And yet, as he has to admit in the 
same article, the returns in farming, 
as compared with other forms of occu- 
pation, are worse than at any time 
within the memory of men who have 
farmed a lifetime.

THE VALUE OF 
THE MALE BIRD 


A. G. Taylor, ‘Poultry Husbandman, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
in his Experimental Farm notes, has 
this to say about the value of the 
male bird: 

A bred-to-lay male bird should have 
four things, each of almost equal im- 
Portance, because the lack of any of 
them will adversely affect the  off- 
spring. The four characters are breed 
type, bred-to-lay breeding, constitu- 
tion and vigour. 

The male bird should be fairly typ- 
ical of the breed he represents. If he 
does not possess breed type, the gen- 
eral type of the flock will not be 
uniform and the sale of his progeny, 
especially the male progeny, will be 
very limited. No good poultry breeder 
purchases male birds simply because 
they are male birds. Breed type in 
the male either sets or scatters type 
in the poultry flock. 

That the male should be of the right 
breeding is of the greatest importance 
if high egg production is the desired 
object. There {s no surer way to fail- 
ure than to introduce a male bird of a 
poor producing line. The degree of 
success met with in the egg produc- 
tion of his daughters depends almost 
entirely on the amount of high produc- 
ing ancestors has had. Certainly his 
dam should have produced 200 eggs 
or over in her pullet year, and if his 
granddam has laid 200 eggs or over in 
ther pullet year, so much the better. 
His sire should be the son of a high 
producing female, and the more high 
producing females the male side of 
his pedigree carries, the greater are 
his chances of passing on that desir- 
able character to his progeny. So im- 


portant is this one character that al} 


good bred-to-lay strain can be ruined 
in one season by an inferior male. 
Constitution is very necessary if 
the staminaofa high producing flock 
is to be maintained. To improve the 
laying ability of a flock Is wasted 
time unless the birds have the consti- 


tution to withstand the strain of high : § 


production. A male of poor constitu- 
tion seldom if ever passes on rugged 
constitutions to his offspring. The 
right male bird is one well grown for 
his age, and that stands straight on 
his legs. “fe should have a good full 
‘breast, good depth of body, and, above 
all, a good masculine head. 

Vigor {gs also very important, for 
without vigor the hatchings from the 
matings would necessarily be limited. 
Vigor in the male bird will give good 
fertile eggs that will hatch strong 
chicks, the kind that can kick the 
shell to the other side of the incubat- 
or, dry off rapidly, become fluffy, and 
get well along the way to maturity 
with a low death rate and the least 
trouble and greatest profit to their

CO-OP, MARKETING IN 
DAIRY INDUSTRY 


Called for the purpose of consider- 
ing recent movements in the province 
toward co-operative marketing in the 
dairy industry, the executive of the 
Alberta Dairymen’s Association, the 
representatives of the producers’ sec- 
tion, and the manufacturers of dairy 
products met Thursday, March 6th, 
at the Macdonald Hotel, Edmonton. 

Warns Against Haste 

The Hon. George Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture, spoke very plainly on 
the principle of co-operative marketing 
of dairy products. “Until yoy are very 
sure you have something as good or 
better,” stated Mr. Hoadley, “it is 
very dangerous to interfere with the 
present satisfactory conditions in the 
dairy industry of the province. True 
co-operation must come from each in- 
dividual. A few cannot go about agi- 
tating and bring about a successful 
co-operative movement,” he declared. 

In his opinion the dairy business 
of the province did credit to those 
who had built it up. During the 
course of a long address, the speaker 
reviewed dairving conditionsin other 
countries, including Denmark. Bad 
conditions there had forced a change 
and co-operative marketing there had 
been successfully introduced. 

Market Good Now 

Turning to Alberta, he reminded 
them that thirty years ago there was 
no market for cream in the province 
but there was now established a 
splendid system of creameries with 
up-to-date plants and equipment. 

“Alberta is leading the whole 
Dominion in the quality of dairy pro- 
ducts placed in the world markets,” 
stated Mr. Hoadley, “and it would be 
very dangerous to disturb the present 
condition.” 

He strongly advised that until a 
better system was in sight, they 
should stay by the present facilities 
for marketing. In closing he _ re- 
ferred to the bad conditions reported 
in Saskatchewan Co-operative Cream- 
eries at the present time.

SUITABLE VARIETIES 
OF SHALL GRAINS 
FOR ALBERTA 


G. H. Cutler, Professor of Field Hus- 
bandry, University of Alberta. 


There is so much enquiry regarding 
varieties of grains for Alberta, it 
Seems important that a brief state. 
ment be made at this time, in which 
such information as_ is'- available 
from experiment, experience and ob- 
servation be set forth as a working 
guide to crop producers. 


Spring Wheat 


Suitable wheat varieties for Alberta 
must combine high yield and high 
quality. In 1923 Alberta secured the 
high distinction of producing the 
world’s best wheat. It was its high 
quality, combined with high weight 
and purity, excellent color and plump- 
ness, which merited this enviable 
achievement. The variety to bring 
such honour to Alberta was Marquis, 
a wheat of world-wide reputation. Let 
us endeavor to maintain the high 
position secured for Alberta wheat 
by using only such varieties as are 
best suited to our conditions. 

In addition to high yield and qual- 
ity, early maturity, non-shattering 
propensity, strong straw and disease 
resistance are characters to be desir- 
ed. 

(1) Milling. 

Several varieties of spring wheat 
are grown. Ruby is used to a limited 
extent where early fall frosts are 
feared. Marquis is the standard vari- 
ety, although in dry seasons in areas 
of limited rainfall its straw-length 
makes it a little difficult to harvest 
Kitchener is grown to a limited ex- 
tent. Red Bobs is also grown. Huron, 
Stanley, Ladoga and Club, while infer- 
for, are used, although not recom- 
mended, in the central and northern 
sections. Kota is a new wheat variety 
from North Dakota, which is not 
recommended at present for Alberta. 
It does not yield so well as Marquis, 
is bearded, weak-strawed, and also 
shorter in the straw than Marquls. 
Its chief recommendation is its resis- 
tance to rust, a disease which does 
not prevail sufficiently in Alberta to 
warrant this lower fielding and other- 
wise somewhat undesirable wheat 
variety. We believe that our growers 
will not take any chances with Kota 
when they become familiar with its 
shortcomings, and know that the very 
choicest registered seed of Marquis 
can be purchased in the province, at 
the Provincial Government Seed 
Cleaning Plant at Edmonton, and at 
a much lower price per bushel. 


(2) Durum or Macaroni 


We do not recommend the use of 
any of the Durum or macaroni vari- 
eties of wheat for the following reas- 
ons: 

1. Rust does not prevail in Alberta 
sufficiently to warrant taking chances 
with these wheats. which are noted 
only for their resistance to rust. 


2. The market for Durum wheat is 
very Imited and uncertain, there be- 
ing very little European demand. 

3. Use of these wheats will meet 
with inevitable mixture with our now 
ee popular milling wheats like Mar- 
quis, : 

4. When mixture occurs between 
milling and Durum wheats the miller 
discriminates heavily against them; 
in fact, he does not want such wheat 
at all, and a loss of several cents’ per 
bushel results. 

5. At the T. Eaton Exposition re- 
cently held in Winnipeg, 
writer acted aS judge of wheat, many 
of the samples exhibited from parts 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, where 
Durum is grown ,were rejected entire- 
ly because of the mixture of macaroni 
wheat found in the milling samples, 


(Mixture {s inevitable as sure as Dur- 


um wheats are introduced. 

6. There is nothing to be gained, 
and much to be lost, by using the 
Macaroni or Durum wheats. The chief 
variety on the market at present is 
Kubanka, another is Acme; neither, 
however, is recommended for Alberta. 


Winter Wheat 

Winter wheat production in Alberta 
has fallen off considerably in favour 
of spring wheat during the last six or 
seven years, This is dug in part tg 
the superior quality of spring wheat, 
and also to the fact that winter wheat 
is hampered by certain soil and other 
factors not well understood. 

Winter wheat is being experiment- 
ed with at the University to ascertain 
the most suitable varietSes. At pres- 
ent such Varieties a8 Kharkov, Turkey 
Red, and strains of these, are being 
used with much loss due to winter 
killing. 

Oats 

Alberta oats excel in size, plump- 
ness, weight and quality. Their super- 
ior merits have won four grand cham- 
pionships and a very great number of 
prizes in the last four years at the 
International Hay and Grain Show 
Two varieties have been conspicuous 
in the winnings, viz., Banner and Vic- 
tory. Abundance has also won num- 
erous prizes. These, together with 
Swedish Select, Gold Rain and Ligowa 
are among the highest yielding oats 
in tests conducted at the University. 

Barley 

The following varieties are recom- 
mended: 

Six-rowed—O.A.C. No. 21, Manchur- 
ian, Barks, 

Two-rowed — Canadian 
Hannchen. 

Hulless Beardless—Improved White 
Hulless. 

Hulless Bearded—Guy Mayle.

Dr. Scott at Omaha is reported to 
have told of taking this germ and 
innoculating it into animals free 
from cancer and watching the cancer 
develop, removing this cancer again, 
isolating the germ, and growing cul- 
tures again. 

“We have been able to isolate 
this same bug in every case of cancer 
‘that has come under our observation,” 
said Dr. Scott.

The first meeting of the Council of 


No. 371, for the year 1924 was held in 
the municipal office at Sylvan Lake in 
accordance with the Municipal Dis- 
trict Act, on March 6. The meeting 
was opened by Mrs. Woodsworth, Re- 
turning Officer, at 2 o'clock, and the 
new Councillors elected, as follows,

Moved by Councillor Stringer that 
Councillor John E. Smith be elected by 
the Council as Reeve for the current 
year. This was unanimously agreed 
to. The new Reeve, in an appropriate 
address, accepted the office and im- 
mediately took charge of the meeting. 

Councillor Stringer was unanimous- 
ly elected Deputy Reeve for the first 
six months of the year, on motion by 
Councillor Smith.
